International  Common  Names. — The

Castor  and  Rape  Oils  Supplies. — The

castor  and  rape  oils:  (1)  Buyers  of  crude 
castor  and  rape  oils  should  apply  direct 
to  the  Hull  or  London  branches  of  the 
National  Association  of  United  Kingdom 
Oil  and  Oilseeds  Brokers,  Ltd.,  for  sup- 
plies needed  after  November  5.  The  Asso- 
ciation will  then  issue  contracts  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  at  the  official  prices  ruling 
at  the  time  the  contract  is  made.  (2)  The 
Ministry  will  discontinue  the  issue  of  sup- 
ply orders  for  processed  castor  and  rape 
oils  for  delivery  after  November  5,  and 
buyers  of  these  oils  should  apply  direct 
to  processors  for  supplies  after  that  date. 

Executive  Councils  Association.  —  The 
fifth  meeting  of  the  management  com- 
mittee of  the  Executive  Councils  Associa- 
tion (England)  was  held  in  London  on 
September  9.  The  committee  decided  to 
take  no  action  on  a  resolution  (submitted 
by  the  Hampshire  Executive  Council)  pro- 
testing against  the  additional  work  entailed 
by  paragraph  5  of  E.C.L.189  (increasing  to 
90  per  cent,  the  advance  payments  to  che- 
mists). The  committee  also  decided  that  the 
time  was  not  ripe  for  action  on  another 
matter  on  which  the  Hampshire  Council 
sought  the  Association's  support — delivery 
facilities  for  medicines  in  rural  areas  (the 
suggestion  was  that  the  Post  Office  should 
be  asked  to  co-operate).

Man-power  in  Pharmacy. — At  a  meet- 
g  of  the  Dartford  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
:utical  Society  on  September  26,  Mr. 
.  W.  Tomski,  B.Com..  M.P.S.,  speaking 
1  "  Man-power  in  Pharmacy,"  said  that 
iring  the  past  ten  years  the  number  of 
larmacists  in  hospital  and  manufacturing 
larmacy  had  increased,  but  retail  phar- 
acy  had  lost  more  than  half  of  its  quali- 
id  assistants.  About  17,300  pharmacists 
id  12,500  trained  dispensers  were  en- 
tged  at  present  in  retail  pharmacy.  This 
puld  be  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  in- 
eased  dispensing  if  it  were  not  for  the 
I  hicture  of  retail  pharmacy  in  this  coun- 
1  y  involving  the  employment  of  pharma- 


cists in  non-pharmaceutical  duties.  About 
33  per  cent,  of  new  entrants  were  women, 
and  of  those,  37  per  cent,  retired  within 
ten  years.  Discussing  the  various  suggested 
remedies  to  reduce  the  man-power  short- 
age, Mr.  Tomski  said  that  any  attempt  to 
increase  the  number  of  entrants  by  lower- 
ing the  standard  would  be  short-sighted; 
official  recognition  of  technical  assistants 
was  also  unlikely  to  solve  the  problem,  and 
controlling  the  opening  of  new  pharmacies 
was  undesirable.  The  future  of  retail  phar- 
macy was  closely  bound  up  with  more 
efficient  pharmacy  management,  and  the 
introduction  of  co-partnership  was  the  key 
to  the  man-power  problem. 

Plymouth  Opening  Meeting. — The  in- 
augural meeting  of  the  Plymouth  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at 
Plymouth  on  September  22,  Mr.  A.  G.  M. 
Madge  in  the  chair.  An  address  was  given 
by  Councillor  T.  B.  Harvey  on  "  The 
Local  Health  Service."  Mr.  Harvey  out- 
lined the  transformation  which  had  taken 
place  following  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice Act,  and  recalled  his  own  recent  ser- 
vice upon  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
He  explained  how  various  clinic-packs  of 
milk  foods  and  invalid  foods  were  distri- 
buted by  the  local  authorities  and  assured 
members  that  this  was  only  to  benefit 
people  of  limited  means,  little  or  no  profit 
resulting  from  the  transactions.  Mr.  Har- 
vey concluded  by  saying  that  although  it 
was  regretted  by  some  that  certain  controls 
had  been  lost  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  pharmacists  would  still  have  an  im- 
portant part  to  play  in  the  Health  Service. 
In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr. 
Ramsden  asked  if  welfare  clinics  were  sup- 
plying all  brands  of  baby  foods,  bottles, 
teats,  etc.,  and  what  had  been  done  to 
check  the  development  of  health  centres. 
Mr.  Harvey  said  that  certain  other  milk 
foods  and  invalid  foods,  apart  from  the 
standard  clinic  packs,  were  supplied,  but 
only  in  extreme  cases  of  hardship  or  ill- 
ness, such  as  malt  and  oil  products  for 
tuberculosis.  When  a  clinic  ran  out  of  a 
particular  type  of  food,  or  did  not  carry 
it  in  stock,  a  prescription  was  often  issued 
to  obtain  the  product  from  the  chemist. 
He  did  not  foresee  any  building  or  Health 
Centre  development  for  several  years.  Mr. 
Cohen  asked  if  any  check  could  be  made 
on  the  amount  of  such  foods  issued  through 
the  clinics.  Mr.  Harvey  agreed  to  inquire. 
Mr.  Burrow  asked  if  Mr.  Harvey  would 
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recommend  to  the  Committee  that  it  would 
be  in  the  interest  of  the  ratepayer  if  food- 
stuffs of  this  nature  were  distributed 
through  the  retail  chemist.  Mr.  Harvey 
suggested  the  Finance  Committee  might 
consider  the  suggestion.  A  vote  of  thanks 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  Ramsden  and  secon- 
ded by  Mr.  Hunt. 

Branch  Meeting  at  Dundee. — The  first 
meeting  of  the  new  session  of  the  Dundee 
and  East  and  Central  Scottish  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in 
Dundee  on  September  29  when  Dr. 
McCall  (resident  secretary  in  Scotland) 
spoke  on  "  National  Health  Service  Mat- 
ters." Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  was  to  have 
been  the  speaker  for  the  evening  but  was 
unable  to  be  present.  Mr.  G.  Mitchell, 
presiding  at  a  dinner  before  the  meeting, 
congratulated  Messrs.  F.  W.  M.  Bennett, 
Arbroath,  J.  Anderson  and  C.  W.  Macfar- 
lane  on  their  success  in  topping  the  poll 
at  the  Executive  election,  and  Mr.  C.  W. 
Macfarlane  on  being  elected  Chairman  of 
the  Scottish  Department  Executive.  Dr. 
McCall  said  that  the  pricing  bureau  had 
entered  the  scheme  with  a  machine  totally 
inadequate  to  cope  with  the  work,  and 
soon  pharmacists  had  had  to  agree  to  some 
form  of  advance  payment.  Enumerating 
methods  adopted  to  facilitate  pricing,  he 
said  that  the  latest  scheme  (in  which  bun- 
dles are  separated  into  "  A  "  and  "  B  ") 
had  caused  some  trepidation  but  the  loss 
or  gain  in  each  case  was  negligible.  In  the 
discussion  that  followed,  several  members 
asked  what  action  would  be  taken  if  they 
refused  to  complete  the  form  (ESC 
7 1 B/ 1 949)  which  they  had  just  received. 
Dr.  McCall  read  out  paragraph  three  of 
the  form  and  said  one  must  either  sign  the 
form  and  come  within  the  scheme,  or  not. 
The  advance  payments  would  go  on,  and 
the  supplementary  payment  would  come 
later.  The  bureau  had  been  asked  to  com- 
plete the  April  pricing,  and  it  was  likely 
that  the  rest  of  this  year  would  be  priced 
on  the  April  average.  He  could  not  foresee 
much  alteration  in  the  scheme  agreed  to, 
and  thought  that  a  90  per  cent,  advance 
payment  for  all  scripts  would  reduce  any 
likelihood  of  hardships.  Asked  by  Miss 
Ramsay  "  Why  stop  at  90  per  cent.?  "  Dr. 
McCall  said  there  were  almost  1 ,800  con- 
tractors and  quite  a  number  were  over- 
paid. Dealing  with  individual  problems, 
Dr.  McCall  suggested  to  members  that 
they  should  send  all  queries  to  York  Place 
and  not  to  the  bureau.

kr  sound.  Without  any  intention  of  offer- 
g  advice  on  the  strength  of  a  small  ac- 


quaintance with  the  factors  of  the  Northern 
Irish  situation,  I  may  point  out  that  the 
solution,  when  adopted,  need  not  resemble 
very  closely  the  corresponding  solution  now 
being  worked  out  in  Great  Britain.  It  is 
true  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1929  pro- 
vides for  the  enrolment  of  Northern  Irish 
pharmaceutical  chemists  on  the  British 
Register  (or  Registers)  without  further  ex- 
amination, and  that  such  persons  are  re- 
quired, before  registration,  to  produce  evi- 
dence of  "  sufficient  skill  and  knowledge." 
It  seems  probable  that,  as  in  Great  Britain, 
there  will  be  in  Northern  Ireland  a  pro- 
gressive increase  in  the  requirements  for 
qualification.  If  any  such  increase  takes 
the  form  of  additions  to  the  syllabus,  the 
effect  may  be  "  cushioned  "  for  prospective 
students  by  discarding  details  regarded  as 
of  little  importance.  This  process,  common 
to  most  curricula,  modernises  the  instruction 
given  while  preventing  or  minimising  an 
overload. 

A.  P.  Laurie 

The  name  of  Professor  A.  P.  Laurie, 
whose  death  was  announced  on  p.  521, 
used  to  apDear  in  news  in  your  columns 
just  after  the  close  of  the  first  world  war. 
He  was  well  known  long  before  that.  In 
1895  he  was  appointed  lecturer  in  chem- 
istry and  physics  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital 
in  London,  and  joined  the  panel  of  Gil- 
christ lecturers.  Whatever  distinction  he 
acquired  in  other  ways,  he  is  best  remem- 
bered, I  think,  for  his  application  of  chem- 
istry and  physics  to  the  art  of  painting.  In 
the  year  mentioned  he  issued  a  manual 
entitled  "  Processes,  Pigments  and 
Vehicles  "  ;  and  his  interest  in  problems  of 
cleaning  and  preserving  pictures  led  to  the 
adoption  of  a  new  technique  in  the  diffi- 
cult craft  of  restoring  oil  paintings.  His 
success  was  outstanding.  After  a  time  a 
laboratory  for  this  specialised  work  was 
set  up  at  the  Courtauld  Institute  :  it  was 
followed  by  similar  action  at  the  National 
Gallery.  Notable  results  in  this  field  were 
attained  by  the  late  Mr.  Kennedy  North, 
who  probably  owed  something  to  Professor 
Laurie's  activities.  Those  activities  were 
not  confined  to  one  subject;  during  1014- 
18  Laurie  served  on  committees  dealing 
with  chemicals,  building  materials  and 
other  "  munitions  of  war."  Later  he  be- 
came a  member  of  a  research  board  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Scien- 
tific and  Industrial  Research.

CHEMICAL  WORKS  SAFETY 

A  conference  on  safety  in  chemical  works, 
organised  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Accidents  on  behalf  of  the 
Association  of  British  Chemical  Manufac- 
turers, was  held  at  Scarborough,  October 
7-9.  At  the  opening  meeting  Sir  Harry 
Jephcott  (chairman,  A.B.C.M.)  stressed 
the  importance  of  studying  the  harmful 
properties  of  new  chemicals  before  bulk 
manufacture  of  them  was  undertaken.  He 
suggested  that  delegates  from  companies 
who  were  major  users  of  products  from 
the  chemical  industry  should  be  present 
at  future  conferences. 

A  paper  on  "  Breathing  Apparatus  " 
was  read  by  Mr.  T.  Senior.  It  dealt  with 
the  type  required  for  the  various  jobs,  their 
installation,  maintenance  and  the  necessary 
training  for  use.  The  "  Permissible  Elec- 
trical Apparatus  for  Use  in  Hazardous 
Atmospheres  "  was  the  title  of  a  paper  by 
Mr.  S.  W.  Richards. 

A  paper  on  "  Toxicity  of  Solvents  "  was 
read  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Amor  (president.  Asso- 
ciation of  Industrial  Medical  Officers). 
The  following  is  an  abstract  of  his  paper. 
There  are  over  200  solvents  in  use  on  a 
large  commercial  scale  today  and  the  num- 
ber is  increasing  yearly.  Of  the  thirty 
alcohols  used  as  solvents  methyl  alcohol 
is  the  one  which  has  developed  a  reputa- 
tion for  toxicity.  The  main  source  of  dan- 
ger (apart  from  drinking)  is  when  it  is 
used  as  a  paint  or  spray  in  any  enclosed 
space.  Trichlorethylene,  used  in  large 
quantities  as  a  degreasing  agent,  when 
handled  properly  is  safe,  which  is  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  that  it  is  used  increas- 
ingly as  an  anaesthetic.  Carbon  tetrachlor- 
ide has  been  responsible  for  17s  reported 
cases  of  poisoning  (with  one  death)  during 
iQ^q-48.  The  outstanding  toxic  member 
of  the  benzene  group  is  benzene  (benzol). 
All  who  work  with  solvents  must  be  aware 
of  the  various  stages  of  anaesthesia  and  be 
able  to  diagnose  the  early  stages.  Treat- 
ment should  consist  of  removal  to  fresh 
air.  artificial  respiration  (if  necessary), 
keeping  the  patient  warm  and  rested. 
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WHAT  CONSTITUTES  "  WHOLESALE  PRICE  " 


An  action  regarded  by  many  business  men 
as  a  purchase  tax  "  test  case  "  came  before 
Mr.  Justice  Cassels  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division  on  October  1 7,  when  A.  W. 
Gamage,  Ltd.,  Holborn,  were  sued  by  the 
Crown  for  balance  of  purchase  tax  on  a 
quantity  of  water  softeners.  Messrs. 
Gamage  challenged  the  basis  on  which  the 
Crown  assessed  the  tax.  The  softeners  were 
manufactured  by  the  company,  who  calcu- 
lated the  purchase  tax  on  the  cost  price 
at  which  the  manufacturing  department 
transferred  the  finished  articles  to  the  re- 
tail department.  For  the  Crown,  it  was 
contended  that  that  was  not  the  proper 
basis  on  which  the  wholesale  value  of  the 
goods  should  be  arrived  at  for  purchase 
tax  purposes;  that  the  wholesale  price 
should  be  "  uplifted "  to  the  figure  at 
which  a  wholesaler  would  have  sold  to  a 
retailer  on  the  open  market. 

In  the  opening  speech  for  the  Crown  it 
was  said  that,  on  the  face  of  it,  the  claim 
was  simply  to  recover  £67  16s.  iod.,  but 
defendants  attached  great  importance  to 
the  matter  as  one  involving  a  point  of 
principle. 

It  was  explained/  that,  though  called 
"  purchase  tax,"  the  tax  was  really  a  tax 
on  the  sale  to  the  retailer.  That  would 
be  either  by  the  manufacturer  or  a  whole- 
saler to  the  retailer,  and  the  retailer  re- 
covered the  tax  from  the  purchaser  in  the 
retail  price.  The  seller  to  the  retailer  was 
responsible  to  the  Crown  for  the  purchase 
tax,  which  he  recovered  in  the  price  he 
charged.  To  assess  the  amount  of  pur- 
chase tax  payable  it  was  necessary  to  find 
the  wholesale  value  of  goods.  That  was 
covered  by  Section  2 1  of  the  Finance  (No. 
2)  Act,  1940,  which  was  the  section  now 
in  dispute.  The  section  gave  the  Customs 
and  Excise  Commissioners  power  to  arrive 
at  a  wholesale  price  that  would  be  charged 
in  a  notional  sale  between  a  wholesaler 
and  a  retailer  who  were  not  directly  con- 
cerned in  each  other's  business.  A  schedule 
laid  down  the  provisions  to  be  fulfilled. 
Section  21  gave  the  right  of  appeal  against 
the  Commissioners'  decision  to  a  referee. 
In  this  case,  the  Commissioners  had  deter- 
mined a  price,  and  Messrs.  Gamage  were 
told  of  their  right  to  go  to  a  referee.  They 
did  not  do  so  and  the  Crown  now  sued. 
There  were  many  cases,  it  was  pointed  out, 
where  a  retailer  was  himself  a  manufac- 
turer.  In  this  case  a  manufacturing  de- 


partment transferred  to  a  retail  depa 
ment  which  sold  to  the  public.  The  tra 
ference  from  one  department  to  the  ot 
was  treated  as  the  sale  by  the  wholese 
to  the  retailer. 

Broadly  speaking,  the  manufactur 
side  of  Messrs.  Gamage  transferred  to 
retail  side  at  cost.  The  retail  departm 
sold  at  that  cost  price,  plus  50  per  ce 
so  only  the  retail  department  made  a  p 
fit.  In  transferring  goods  at  cost,  the  ma 
facturing  department  charged  nothing  | 
overheads,  distribution,  advertising,  find 
a  market  or  profit,  all  matters  for  whj 
a  charge  would  have  to  be  made  if  i 
pendent  manufacturers  were  selling  to 
dependent  retailers.  In  this  case  it 
clear  that  the  requirements  to  the  sched 
to  Section  21  had  not  been  complied  w 

Giving  evidence  for  the  Crown,  a  C 
toms  and  Excise  officer  explained  that,! 
the  bulk  of  articles,  the  Commissioners  I 
agreed  wholesale  values  with  trade  assol 
tions.  For  other  goods  there  were  no  I 
lective  figures.  A  series  of  formulas  asl

TRANSACTIONS  IN  OPIUM 

The  illicit  disposal  of  huge  amounts  of 
raw  opium  by  the  Government  of  the  Re- 
public of  Indonesia  is  among  transactions 
and  seizures  between  March  1  and  April 
30,  1949,  summarised  in  a  report  by  the 
Commission  on  Narcotic  Drugs  (Vol.  IV, 
No.  2)  of  the  United  Nations. 

During  the  occupation  of  Indonesia  by 
the  Japanese  they  administered  stocks  of 
opium  in  the  possession  of  the  Netherlands 
Indies  Opium  and  Salt  Monopoly  in  Bata- 
via.  When  the  Japanese  capitulated  in 
August  1945,  the  amount  in  store  at 
Batavia  was  about  22  tons  (22,000  kilos) 
of  Persian  and  Turkish  opium.  Under 
written  orders  by  the  Republican  Minister 
of  Finance  the  stocks  were  transferred  by 
train  to  republican  territory.  Then,  as  the 
foreign  assets  of  the  Republic  dwindled, 
they  were  replenished  by  sending  opium  to 
Netherlands  controlled  areas  using  Chinese 
merchants  as  intermediaries.  When  foreign 
currency  was  no  longer  available  a  cabinet 
meeting  in  July  1947  decided  to  sell  opium 
abroad,  giving  the  Prime  Minister  exclusive 
authority  to  sell.  In  January  1948  the 
authority  was  transferred  to  the  Minister 
of  Finance  (Mr.  Maramis),  who  fixed  the 
price  for  Batavia  at  from  2  to  3.5  guilders 
(U.S.  $0.75  to  1.25)  per  gm.  and  in  Singa- 
pore at  450  Straits  dollars  (U.S.  $211.5) 
per  kilo.  Raw  opium  from  the  warehouses 
of  the  Republican  Opium  and  Salt  Mon- 
opoly in  Central  Java  passed  into  illicit 
traffic.  At  the  demarcation  line  between 
Republican  and  Dutch-controlled  territory 
small  quantities  were  smuggled  under  fruit 
in  baskets.  Lots  of  between  500  and  1,500 
kilos  were  flown  in  Catalina  flying-boats 
to  Malaya  and  transferred  near  the  coast 
to  small  speed-boats.  Almost  15,000  kilos 
was  delivered  to  traffickers  in  Singapore 
alone,  one  Chinese  merchant  receiving 
3,405  kilos  in  May-July  1948  under  agree- 
ment with  Mr.  Miramis.  During  the  same 
period,  2,553  kilos  was  consigned  to  an- 
other Singapore  buyer.  Of  twenty  persons 
implicated  in  the  illicit  traffic  sixteen  await 
trial  in  Batavia,  including  the  former  Head 
of  the  Republican  Opium  and  Salt  Mon- 
opoly, who  had  been  appointed  "  financial 
co-ordinator  "  of  the  Republic  for  South- 
East  Asia  and  Australia  on  July  24,  1948, 
and  issued  with  a  card  enabling  him 
to  travel  in  an  aeroplane  which  was  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  the  Commission  of

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A.B.C.M.  GENERAL  MEETING 


Sir  Harry  Jephcott 


The  thirty-third  annual  general  meeting  of 
members  of  the  Association  of  British 
Chemical  Manufacturers  was  held  in  Lon- 
don on  Thursday,  October  13.  Moving 
the  adoption  of  the  report  (p.  ^o)  and 
accounts,  the  Chairman  (Sir  Harry  Jeph- 
cott) in  the  course 
of  his  speech  said  : 
— I  would  like  to 
pay  a  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  two 
past  chairmen  who 
have  died  during 
the  year,  Mr.  Perry 
and  Mr.  Hill.  Both 
of  them  took  a 
very  active  part  in 
the  formation  of 
the  Association  in 
1 9 1 6  and  were 
among  the  sixteen 
signatory  members 
of  it.  I  must  also 
make  special  mention  of  the  great  loss  the 
Association  has  sustained  by  the  sudden 
death  of  Mr.  Murdin  Drake  in  the  prime 
of  life.  During  his  twenty-two  years'  ser- 
vice, he  had  devoted  himself  unsparingly 
to  the  work  of  the  Association  and  we  all 
know  how  unbounded  were  his  vitality  and 
his  energy. 

The  preparation  of  the  report  for  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the 
chemical  industry  has  involved  an  enormous 
amount  of  work.  It  is  a  considerable 
document;  it  has  at  last  been  completed 
and  received  the  approval  of  the  Council. 
The  necessary  copies  are  being  printed  and 
should  be  ready  for  submission  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  shortly.  May  I  once  again 
remind  members  that  the  report  is  confi- 
dential and  must  remain  so  until  publica- 
tion of  it,  either  in  the  original  or  in  an 
amended  form,  is  agreed  between  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
Council.  I  would  be  failing  in  my  duty 
if  I  did  not  pay  a  sincere  tribute  of  appre- 
ciation and  thanks  to  all  who  have  con- 
tributed in  its  preparation;  first,  to  the  in- 
dividual firms,  some  270,  who  supplied 
data ;  secondly,  to  the  co-operating  asso- 
ciations for  their  willing  help;  thirdly,  to 
the  Steering  Committee,  which  devoted 
some  thirty  whole-day  meetings  and  last, 
but  by  no  means  least,  to  the  Director  and 
staff  of  the  Association. 

Now  as  to  the  future  and  the  effects 


that  may  be  expected  from  the  recent  e> 
change  adjustment  and  other  happening:! 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  perhaps  desirablj 
to  remind  members  that,  in  the  expoij 
drive,  the  chemical  industry  was  in  ] 
special  position.  We  were  advised  by  thl 
Board  of  Trade  that  our  first  duty  as  a 
industry  was  to  meet  home  demand 
especially  those  of  other  industries  th< 
contribute  substantially  to  the  expo, 
trade;  only  the  balance  was  available  f(i 
export.  Our  exchange  adjustment  shoull 
enable  us  to  improve  our  competitive  posj 
tion  and  to  increase  our  trade  to  noil 
dollar  areas  as  additional  supplies  beconl 
available  from  the  new  plants.  I  do  nl 
intend  to  argue  the  pros  and  cons  of  |:j 
change  adjustment.  A  simple  calculatici 
will  show  that  if  we  maintain  our  preset 
export  prices  in  sterling,  we  shall  have  I 
increase  the  volume  of  our  exports  by  A 
per  cent,  to  earn  the  same  number  I 
dollars  as  we  did  before  the  adjustmei 
took  place.  Exchange  adjustment  will  be! 
serious  handicap  in  purchasing  those  raj 
materials  that  we  must  buy  on  the  Ameil 
can  continent.  Sulphur  is  an  outstandii] 
example.  The  higher  price  for  sulph 
must  be  reflected  in  a  higher  price  for  si 
phuric  acid,  one  of  our  most  importa 
basic  chemicals;  the  effect  of  this  will 
felt  throughout  the  whole  industry.  Wh 
we  cannot  be  optimistic  about  improvii 
our  position  as  dollar  earners,  we  can  co 
fidently  hope  from  the  new  expansii 
schemes,  especially  those  relating  to  t 
production  of  chemicals  from  petroleui 
to  play  an  increasingly  important  role 
dollar  savers  by  manufacturing  chemic; 
we  have  now  to  buy  from  the  States. 

Another  important  factor  to  be  tak 
into  account  is  the  recent  removal  of  h 
port  licensing  restrictions  on,  inter  al 
chemicals,  drugs  and  medicines,  frc 
countries  to  which  the  relaxation  can 
present  circumstances,  be  applied  withoj 
involving  risk  of  loss  of  gold  or  dolla 
This  is  part  of  the  scheme  sponsored 
the  Organisation  for  European  Econonl 
Co-operation  for  the  liberalisation  of  inti 
European  trade.  While  the  British  Gc 
ernment  has  taken  the  initiative  in  t 
matter,  other  countries  are  under  an  ob 
gation  to  follow  suit  and  some  have  alrea 
done  so.  While,  therefore,  we  may  expfj 
greater  competition  from  foreign  chemic; 
in  this  market,  we  can  hope  for  betl 
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ilities  for  extending  our  trade  in  the 
E.E.C.  and  other  areas.  Once  again  we 
have  an  opportunity  of  developing 
it  free  competitive  initiative  that  is 
ential  to  success  and  has  for  so  long 
en  discouraged  by  Government  controls, 
th  here  and  abroad,  the  strict  limitation 
imports  and  the  existence  of  a  seller's 
rket."  Concluding  his  address,  Sir  Harry 
d,  "  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of 
Association  and  in  particular  my 
[leagues  on  the  Council,  for  their  whole- 
arted  support  throughout  the  year, 
ay  I  also  record  my  special  appre- 
tion  of  what  the  staff  has  done  for 
e  Association.  Handicapped  though  it 
is  by  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Drake 
d  the  four  months'  absence  of  Mr. 
3lden,  due  to  illness,  it  has  performed 


yeoman  service  in  dealing  successfully  with 
the  immense  volume  of  additional  work."

iould  meet  him  to  discuss  how  best  the 
lformation  he  required  could  be  collected 
the  Association  on  behalf  of  the  in- 
justry,  the  terms  of  reference,  the  scope  of 
ie  field  to  be  covered  and  similar  matters 
f  procedure.  The  Council  decided  to  ac- 
eDt  this  invitation  and  after  consulting  the 
ther  associations  in  the  chemical  field,"  and 
Ppomt  a  small  delegation  to  meet  the 
resident.    At  this  meeting  the  outline  of 


the  report  and  the  scope  of  the  industry 
to  be  covered  were  discussed  and  agreed. 
It  was  agreed  with  the  President  that 
broadly  it  should  cover  heavy  chemicals, 
industrial  gases,  fertilisers,  dyestuffs,  medi- 
cinal and  other  fine  chemicals,  industrial 
explosives,  and  plastics  and  synthetic  resins, 
but  not  the  compounding  of  chemicals  to 
make  such  products  as  paints,  insecticides, 
sheep  and  cattle  dips  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  The  adoption  of  this  limited 
definition  means  that  the  activities  of  many 
chemical  firms  will  be  partly  in  and  partly 
outside  the  scope  of  the  report  and  that  a 
large  number  of  those  generally  regarded 
as  part  of  the  chemical  industry  are  en- 
tirely excluded. 

The  Council  is  appreciative  of  the  co- 
operation it  has  received  both  from  mem- 
bers and  non-members.  Practically  every- 
one operating  within  the  defined  field 
replied  to  the  questionnaire,  and  a  large 
mass  of  data  has  been  obtained.  The 
Steering  Committee  has  worked  hard  in 
preparing  the  drafts  of  the  various  chap- 
ters and  has  throughout  used  every  endea- 
vour to  give  a  clear  picture  of  the  various 
facets  of  what  is  admittedly  a  very  complex 
industry  The  Report  is  confidential  to 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
must  remain  so  until  such  time  as  publi- 
cation of  it  may  be  agreed  between  the 
President  and  Council. 

Patent  Law  Reform 

The  Patents  and  Designs  Bill,  1949,  was 
published  in  March,  and  was  based  largely 
on  the  recommendations  of  the  Swan  Com- 
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mittee.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the 
chemical  industry  the  most  notable  feature 
of  the  Bill  is  that  it  will  permit  the  patent- 
ing of  chemical  compounds  as  such,  subject 
to  certain  safeguards  ;  the  present  Act  per- 
mits only  the  method  of  manufacture  to 
form  the  subject  of  a  patent  grant.  The 
granting  of  chemical  product  patents  was 
recommended  by  the  Association  to  the 
Swan  Committee,  but  certain  specific  pro- 
visos were  included  in  the  recommendation. 
While  these  have  not  been  implemented  in 
their  entirety,  the  Council  is  satisfied  that 
the  proposals  represent  a  desirable  advance 
on  existing  legislation.  The  Joint  Chemical 
Committee  on  Patents  has  carefully  studied 
the  Bill  and  followed  its  progress  at  each 
stage.  Representations  on  points  of  detail 
were  made  through  the  ad  hoc  committee 
appointed  by  the  Federation  of  British  In- 
dustries and  a  number  of  desirable  amend- 
ments were  secured. 

Fine  Chemical  Industry 

The  imports  of  Key  industry  duty 
chemicals  are  still  receiving  intensive  study 
and  evidence  is  forthcoming  that  home 
production  is  steadily  replacing  imports  of 
fine  chemicals.  There  should  be  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  imports  when  the 
schemes  of  expansion  have  been  completed. 
The  Association  has  a  representative  on  the 
Government  Committee  dealing  with  the 
unification  and  simplification  of  the  list 
of  Key  Industry  chemicals  for  inclusion  in 
the  Customs  and  Excise  tariff.  The  medi- 
cinal chemicals  subgroup  has  continued 
to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Association 
of  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  in  con- 
nection with  relief  from  purchase  tax  of 
essential  medicinal  products.  Arising  from 
the  visit  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Mission  to 
Germany  (comprising  members  of  the 
Association  of  British  Pharmaceutical  In- 
dustry, the  Association  of  British  Chemi- 
cal Manufacturers  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Export  Group)  certain  recommendations 
regarding  exports  of  the  German  medi- 
cinals  industry  have  been  made  to  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

International  Trade  Negotiations 

Eleven  further  countries,  some  of  which 
are  important  markets  for  chemicals,  have 
been  invited  to  accede  to  the  General 
Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade  negoti- 
ated at  Geneva  in  194.7.  The  Association 
has  put  forward  requests  for  the  reduc- 
tion or  stabilisation  of  existing  chemical 
tariffs  of  these  countries.     Very  few  re- 


quests for  reduction  of  U.K.  tariffs  hav 
been  received.  The  Association  is  cor 
suited  both  by  the  Board  of  Trade  an 
Ministry  of  Health  in  connection  with  th 
considerable  number  of  bilateral  agrei 
ments  negotiated  with  overseas  countrie 
There  has  been  a  decided  increase  i 
the  number  of  bilateral  agreemen 
between  Continental  countries,  an 
in  the  extent  to  which  products  are  spec 
fically  mentioned.  Council  agrees  with  tl 
Board  of  Trade  view  that  such  treaties  ten 
to  be  restrictive  of  trade  and  that,  sin< 
the  ultimate  object  is  multilateral  trad 
agreements  concluded  by  the  U.K.  shoul 
except  in  special  cases,  be  framed  in  ge] 
eral  terms  and  that  trade  should  follow 
natural  pattern  within  an  overall  figu 
for  the  industry. 

Safety  Rules  and  Tests 

The  series  of  comparative  tests  for  tl 
detection  of  carbon  monoxide  using  Briti 
and  American  detector  tubes  has  been  cor 
pleted.  The  object  of  the  tests,  viz. 
ascertain  the  comparative  merits  of 
method  using  a  colour  matching  techniqi 
and  a  technique  involving  the  measur 
ment  of  the  length  of  a  stain,  has  be< 
achieved  ;  there  is  a  strong  preference  f< 
the  latter  method.  It  has  been  decided 
carry  out  a  further  set  of  tests  to  estima 
the  probable  accuracy  of  a  determinatk 
made  by  one  of  these  tubes.  The  Gover 
ment  has  agreed  that  it  should  underta! 
the  responsibility  for  the  work  involved 
the  review  of  the  tests  for  toxic  gases 
industry,  and  work  has  already  be< 
started  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  ar 
Industrial  Research  on  carbon  monoxid 
Six  industrial  gases,  viz.  benzene,  chlori 
ated  hydrocarbons,  chlorine,  hydrog* 
chloride,  hydrogen  cyanide,  hydrogen  fl 
oride  and  sulphur  dioxide,  have  been  su 
gested  to  H.M.  Chief  Inspector  of  Factori 
as  being  those  which  should  receive  tl 
highest  priority.  Steps  are  being  taken 
ensure  that  a  close  liaison  is  maintain! 
between  the  Association  and  the  Gover 
ment  Departments  concerned.  An  ai 
proach  has  been  made  by  H.M.  Senij 
Chemical  Inspector  of  Factories  to  obtal 
the  Association's  views  on  the  general  quel 
tion  of  labelling  containers  for  chemical 
This  question  is  under  consideration  by  til

Universities  and  Research 

Sir  Robert  Robinson,  in  proposing  the 
>ast  "  The  Association,"  said  he  would 
:st  like  to  refer  to  a  subject  which  he 
msidered  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance 
)  the  chemical  industry,  namely,  the  duty 
nposed  on  light  hydrocarbon  oils  and  the 
rrangements  for  refund  of  the  duty  which 
uring  the  preliminary  period  of  the 
:heme  had  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit 
)  industry.  It  was,  he  submitted,  essen- 
al  that  the  duties  with  the  system  of 
efunds  should  be  continued,  and  he  would 
dvocate  the  extension  of  the  duties  and 
he  refund  scheme  to  cover  solvents  as 
/ell.  Sir  Robert  then  reviewed  the  subject 
f  research  in  the  universities,  and  said 
hat  in  his  opinion  the  main  function  of 
he  universities  and  colleges  was  the  train- 
ing of  students.  Already  the  demand  for 
uitably  trained  students  to  take  their  place 
n  industrial  research  was  greater  than  the 
upply.  There  must,  of  course,  be  a  certain 
imount  of  research  carried  out  in  univer- 


sity laboratories,  but  it  should  be  basic  and 
general  in  character  and  not  directed  to 
one  or  more  objectives — as  was  the  usual 
procedure  in  industrial  laboratories. 

Responding  on  behalf  of  the  Association, 
Sir  Harry  Jephcott  said  the  research  and 
development  in  which  industry  was  directly 
interested  was  not  the  function  of  universi- 
ties and  similar  institutions.  "  It  is  for  the 
universities  to  teach  and  to  train,  though 
an  integral  part  of  the  educational  activity 
will  be  training  in  research.  It  will  often 
happen  that  some  of  the  research  carried 
out  in  universities  will  prove  of  great  inter- 
est to  industry  and  of  direct  practical 
service  to  it.  Especially  will  this  be  true  of 
basic  research  undertaken  by  the  academic 
staff  primarily  for  the  advancement  of 
scientific  knowledge.  Industry  must  not 
look  to  the  universities  for  the  direct  solu- 
tion of  its  problems,  but  must  solve  them  by 
re  earch  conducted  within  its  own  labora- 
tories, but  always  with  knowledge  of  what 
is  being  done  in  the  laboratories  of  the 
great  teaching  institutions.  I  am  sure  that 
no  words  of  mine  are  needed  to  emphasise 
the  importance  of  research  for  the  chemical 
industry.  Research  is  vital  to  its  present 
efficiency  and  productivity.  The  sceptic 
may  ask  what  proof  we  have  that  the 
industry  at  large  fully  realises  that  its 
well-being  does  indeed  depend  upon  re- 
search. Fortunately,  by  the  co-operation 
of  the  members  of  the  Association  and 
others,  facts  have  been  made  available  to 
answer  the  question.  First,  it  is  known  that 
every  member  firm  has  a  research  staff 
actively  engaged  upon  a  defined  research 
programme.  In  the  aggregate  the  research 
and  development  programme  of  the  in- 
dustry is  at  least  as  large  as  that  of  any 
other  industry  in  this  country." 

Research  Expenditure 

"At  the  end  of  1948  the  chemical 
industry  was  spending  upon  research  and 
developments  no  less  than  £8,500,000 
annually— not  capital  costs,  but  current 
annual  expenditure.  At  the  same  date  the 
industry  had  in  hand  projects  for  the 
capital  expenditure  of  £8,300,000  to  pro- 
vide further  facilities  for  research  and 
development.  When  the  new  facilities  are 
available  the  industry  proposes  to  expend 
a  further  £3,000,000  annually  on  research 
and  development.  This  gives  a  total  of 
£  1 1 ,500,000  per  annum.  Inquiring  persons 
not  directly  concerned  with  the  industry 
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may  ask  what  assurance  we  can  give  that 
such  large  sums  will  be  wisely  spent,  point- 
ing out  that  they  represent  a  substantial 
part  of  the  country's  resources.  Compari- 
sons in  matters  of  this  kind  are  always 
difficult  and  liable  to  considerable  error, 
for  the  basis  upon  which  available  figures 
have  been  compiled  may  be  different.  For 
the  other  industries  in  this  country  the  best 
information  available  to  us  is  that  con- 
tained in  the  F.B.I,  inquiry  into  research ; 
it  shows  the  only  other  industries  expend- 
ing sums  of  the  same  magnitude  are 
aeronautics  and  automotive  —  taken 
together — and  electrical  engineering. 

The  exact  value  of  sales  for  the  chemical 
industry  of  this  country  is  not  known,  but 
I  believe  it  can  be  stated  with  assurance 
that  the  ratio  of  research  expenditure  to 
sales  certainly  exceeds  2.5  per  cent,  and  is 
more  probably  about  2.7  per  cent ;  it  may 
even  be  a  little  higher.  The  indications 
are  that  this  ratio,  or  thereabouts,  will  be 
maintained  when  all  the  schemes  for  the 
expansion  of  production  and  research  have 
been  realised.  I  am  sure  you  will  agree 
that  these  facts  amply  demonstrate  how  the 
British  chemical  industry  realises  that  re- 
search is  vital  to  it  and  how  it  is  prepared 
to  back  its  opinion  with  expenditures  of  the 
right  magnitude.  But  we  have  got  to  satisfy 
the  critic  that  so  considerable  resources, 
so  many  highly  trained  persons,  should  be 
employed  upon  research  entirely  at  the 
discretion  of  industry.  We  must  admit  that 
the  numbers  are  large — more  than  10,000 
persons  today  and  probably  13,000  in  the 
years  to  come.  My  first  reply  is  that  the 
industry  is,  I  believe,  conducted  by  com- 
petent persons  who  know  their  business, 
persons  who  will  not  incur  very  large 
expenditures  without  exercising  proper 
control  or  without  conviction  that,  in  due 
course,  the  results  will  well  repay  the  cost." 

Competence  of  the  Industry 

"I  think  the  record  of  the  industry  justly 
entitles  it  to  be  credited  with  competence 
to  conduct  its  own  affairs.  If,  however, 
we  are  asked  what  assurance  we  can  give 
that  there  may  not  be  wasteful  overlapping 
of  research  expenditure,  we  must  admit 
the  possibility,  even  though  we  are  sure 
that  it  is  unlikely  to  be  widespread  or  of 
frequent  occurrence.  The  chemical  indus- 
try is,  in  practice,  an  agglomeration  of 
specialists,  and  often  the  only  similarity  is 
that  they  all  use  what  are  known  as  chemi- 
cal reactions  and  often  employ  similar 
plant    for    their    varied    purposes.  Their 


individual  problems  differ  widely.  Nevei 
theless,  there  may  very  occasionally  t 
simultaneous  research  upon  the  same  pro! 
lem.  Of  course,  there  is  a  chance  th< 
some  of  this  may  be  wasteful  of  effort,  fa- 
it must  be  remembered  not  only  that  the 
is  a  desirable  stimulus  to  be  derived  fro 
some  competition,  even  in  research,  bi 
also  a  very  real  advantage  from  simu 
taneous  attack  upon  the  same  problem." 

Publication  Difficulties 

"  There  is  another  matter  to  which 
would  refer.  Although  research  in  univer 
ties    and    colleges    may    not    usually  1 
directly  applicable  to  industry  (and,  indee< 
that  is  not  its  primary  purpose)  its  indire 
value  may  be  very  great  and  it  is  in  t' 
interest  of  the  chemical  industry  that  1 
results  of  such  research  should  be  prompt 
available  to  its  scientific  staff.   This  bene 
can  only  be  obtained  if  there  is  prom 
and  full  publication  through  the  journ 
of    the    various    scientific    societies.  T 
volume  of  research  has  greatly  increase 
the  cost  of  publication  has  trebled  sin 
pre-war  and,  in  spite  of  increased  memb 
ship  fees  to  a  point  at  which  there  is 
risk   of  diminishing  returns,   a  very  co. 
siderable    gap    exists    between   the  fun 
available  to  the  Societies  and  the  cost 
publishing  the  journals." 

Concluding  his  response,  Sir  Harry  said 
"  I  hope  that  members  of  the  Associati 
will  agree  that  I  have  shown  to  th 
guests  this  evening  not  only  that  t 
chemical  industry  is  aware  of  what  resear 
means  to  it,  but  also  that  we,  of  the  indu 
try,  are  taking  adequate  steps  by  01 
research  efforts  to  secure  both  the  prese 
efficiency  and  the  future  prosperity  of  t 
industry.  We  are  convinced  that  1 
quality  of  research  in  this  country  is  u 
surpassed  anywhere  in  the  world.  In  th 
conviction,  we  face  the  years  to  come  wi 
assurance  for  the  future  both  of  Briti 
chemical  research  and  of  the  British  che 
cal  industry."

he  new  B.P.C.  closely  resembles  its  pre- 
cessors  in  size  and  appearance.  The  blue 
iver  is  almost  identical  with  the  excellent 
134  binding,  the  main  difference  being 
at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  coat  of 
ms  forms  a  clearer  impression  in  gilt 
low  the  1949  title  (instead  of  above 
)34  as  in  the  previous  Codex).  The 
)lume  is  slimmer,  having  only  1,562  plus 
v  pages  (compared  with  1,768  and  xxiii 
1934).  The  page  (8f  in.  x  5^  in.)  is 
ghtlylonger,  and  better  use  of  the  avail- 
le  space  is  made  by  reduced  margins 
d  smaller  titles  as  well  as  the  elimina- 
on  of  much  redundant  matter,  including 
bmonographs  and  detailed  lists  of  pre- 
irations. 

The  increase  in  price  to  £3  3s.  is  com- 
nsated,  by  the  extensive  revision  for  incor- 
jrating  much  new  and  useful  information. 
The  scope  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
odex  has  changed  greatly  since  its  origin 
1907  as  an  "  Imperial  dispensatory."  A 
atice  in  black  type  on  the  first  page  set 
it  that  the  letters  "  B.P.C."  should  be 
ed  to  indicate  the  "  unofficial  remedies  " 
that  book.  The  monographs  in  alpha- 
Jtical  sequence  applied  indiscriminately 
drugs,  galenicals  and  B.P.C.  prepara- 
ons  without  clearly  distinguishing  their 
ficial  and  unofficial  origin.  The  1 9 1 1 
odex  collected  the  B.P.C.  formulas  into 
separate  section.  In  the  1923  edition  the 
xt  of  the  monographs  was  made  concor- 
int  with  the  British  and  United  States 
harmacopoeias.  The  letters  "  B.P.  "  and 
U.S.P."  differentiated  their  pharmaco- 
lial  products  from  the  B.P.C.  prepara- 
ons  in  the  lists  appended  to  the  mono- 
aphs.  The  Formulary  included  some 
irgical  dressings.  The  1934  revision  made 
nportant  changes  by  including  "  Ex 
P."  preparations  still  in  common  demand 
•g.,  Tinct.  chlorof.  et  morph.,  B.P.  '85). 

gained  status  by  excluding  U.S.P.  pre-

The  change  in  character  of  the  British 
narmaceutical  Codex,  1949,  is  best  indi- 
ited  by  the  dropping  of  the  subtitle  "  An 


Imperial  Dispensary  for  the  Use  of  Medi- 
cal Practitioners  and  Pharmacists."  Modern 
medical  service  leaves  the  practitioner  little 
time  to  look  outside  the  National  Formu- 
lary for  his  prescriptions.  On  the  other 
hand  the  importance  of  B.P.C.  standards 
permeates  the  revised  Codex  and  its  divi- 
sion into  six  parts,  which  are  briefly  re- 
viewed below. 

Part  I:  General  Monographs 

The  general  scope  is  unaltered  and  re- 
mains invaluable  in  adding  concise  par- 
ticulars of  "  Action  and  Uses  "  of  each  in- 
dividual substance.  This  feature  is  ex- 
tremely useful  to  the  dispensing  chemist 
who  desires  information  on  modern  chemo- 
therapeutic  agents  and  antibiotics.  The 
important  additions  to  the  monographs 
number  well  over  one  hundred  and  about 
half  of  these  are  B.P.  additions  such  as 
pethidine  and  penicillin.  Folic  acid  and 
sulphadimidine  are  examples  of  new  B.P.C. 
monographs  and  these  follow  B.P.  proce- 
dure in  detailing  standards,  identification 
tests  and  assays.  Duplication  in  mono- 
graphs on  B.P.  substances  is  avoided  by 
simple  statement  in  italics  that  they  "  must 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  "  and  that  these  in- 
clude certain  limit  tests  (for  arsenic,  lead, 
etc.)  or  specific  standards  (for  iodine  value, 
optical  rotation,  ultraviolet  absorption, 
etc.).  The  excisions  include  a  veritable 
slaughter  of  out-of-date  crude  drugs  (from 
araroba,  aristolichia,  and  armoracia  to 
veratrum,  viscum  and  zanthoxylum).  Mono- 
graphs of  the  B.P.  1932  omitted  from  the 
B.P.  1949  (such  as  arseni  triiodidum  and 
liquor  arseni  et  hydrargyri  iodidi  (Dono- 
van's solution)  are  retained  by  permission 
in  the  B.P.C.  1949.  Several  preparations 
official  in  the  B.P.  1932  (including  war- 
time concentrated  tinctures)  are  left  out  of 
both  the  1948  B.P.  and  the  1949  B.P.C. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  ammonium  carbo- 
nate is  first  on  this  list  in  view  of  its  adop- 
tion in  National  Formulary  medicines,  as 
the  1932  salt  will  be  largely  prescribed  and 
dispensed  despite  lack  of  official  direction 
to  the  contrary. 

Nevertheless,  scope  of  the  B.P.C.  as  ap- 
plied to  pharmacy  is  being  usefully  ex- 
tended by  the  monographs  on  detergents 
(cetrimide  and  liquor  sulphestrolis)  and 
bactericides.

The  British  Chemical  Industry 
Reports  Progress

:t.  The  report,  which  for  the  time  being 
a  secret  document,  is  now  in  the  hands 

the  Board  of  Trade.  Other  activities  of 
e  Association  reported  on  include  patent 
v  reform,  a  subject  of  importance  to  the 
flustry  generally,  and  particularly  to  the 
fikers  of  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical 
pducts;  the  fine  chemical  industry;  in- 
I'national  trade  agreements;  the  German 
|emical  industry;  and  safety  rules. 
The  Chairman's  speech  at  the  annual 
"eting  reviewed  the  further  expansion  in 


world  sales  of  the  products  of  the  indus- 
try. In  1938  British  chemical  exports  were 
valued  at  about  £22  millions;  in  1948 
they  reached  nearly  £84  millions.  When 
corrected  for  change  in  value  the  1948  ex- 
ports represented  an  increase  of  56  per 
cent,  by  volume  over  1938  shipments,  while 
imports  of  chemical  products  on  a  volume 
basis  were  less  in  1948  than  in  1938.  For 
the  first  six  months  of  this  year  exports 
show  a  further  slight  monthly  increase 
with  the  total  at  £44  millions.  It  is  con- 
sidered that  exports  during  the  past  eigh- 
teen months  would  have  been  even  greater 
had  the  schemes  of  rehabilitation  and  ex- 
pansion promoted  by  the  industry  been 
sanctioned  promptly  by  the  Government 
after  the  end  of  the  war.  It  is,  however, 
satisfactory  to  learn  that  many  of  these 
developments  have  now  been  authorised 
and  should  be  coming  to  fruition  in  the 
year  that  lies  ahead,  thus  providing  faci- 
lities for  increased  output  both  for  the 
home  and  export  markets.  Turning  to  the 
future,  the  speaker  looked  upon  the  che- 
mical industry  rather  in  the  role  of  a  dollar 
saver  than  a  dollar  earner.  He  referred  to 
the  considerable  schemes  of  expansion  now 
being  developed,  particularly  those  relating 
to  the  production  of  a  wide  range  of  che- 
micals from  petroleum,  products  which 
hitherto  have  been  purchased  from  the 
United  States. 

The  speeches  at  the  members'  annual 
dinner  were  almost  entirely  concerned  with 
the  highly  important  subjects  of  research 
and  development  of  the  industry.  The 
President  of  the  Royal  Society  (Sir  Robert 
Robinson),  while  believing  that  a  certain 
amount  of  research  of  a  general  character 
should  be  carried  on  at  the  universities,  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  chief  func- 
tion of  the  teaching  institutions  was  that 
of  training  the  students.  The  ever-increas- 
ing volume  of  research  now  being  carried 
on  within  the  industry  was  reviewed  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Association  (Sir 
Harry  Jephcott).  It  was  certainly  illumi- 
nating to  hear  that  at  the  end  of  1948  no 
less  than  £8,500,000  annually  was  being 
spent  out  of  current  expenditure  on  re- 
search and  developments  and,  at  that  time, 
projects     involving     capital  expenditure 
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amounting  to  £8,300,000  for  further  re- 
search and  development  facilities  were  in 
hand.  When  these  schemes  are  completed 
the  industry  proposes  to  spend  a  further 
£3  millions  annually  on  still  further  re- 
search and  developments.  There  are 
already  10,000  research  workers  in  the  in- 
dustry and  the  number  will  increase  to 
13,000  in  due  course.  It  was  estimated 
that  the  ratio  of  expenditure  on  research 
to  sales  is  not  less  than  2.5  per  cent.  The 
promotion  of  schemes  of  this  magnitude, 
many  of  which  have  already  met  with  re- 
markable success,  indicates  complete  con- 
fidence in  the  future  of  the  industry  on 
the  part  of  those  responsible  for  its  direc- 
tion. Moreover,  the  developments  that 
have  taken  place  in  all  branches  of  the 
industry  during  the  past  thirty  years  and 
the  great  schemes  in  research  and  in- 
creased production  facilities  now  being 
promoted  are  sound  evidence  of  the  com- 
petency of  the  industry  to  continue  to  con- 
duct its  own  affairs. 

B.P.C.,  1949 

The  publication  of  the  British  Pharmacu- 
tical  Codex,  1949,  completes  a  trio  of 
works  of  vital  value  to  dispensing  chemists. 
In  effect  it  becomes  the  connecting  link 
between  the  Brilish  Pharmacopoeia,  1948, 
and  the  National  Formulary,  1949,  by  in- 
cluding the  requirements  of  both  within 
its  official  monographs.  Extensive  changes 
and  modifications  in  its  subject  matter  are 
designed  to  provide  standards  suitable  for 
medicines  in  general  use  in  this  country. 

A  review  on  p.  567  explains  that  the 
objective  has  been  attained  by  ruthless 
revision.  The  original  dispensatory  idea 
of  "  new  and  unofficial  "  remedies  has 
given  way  to  providing  official  standards 
supplementary  to  those  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. Thus,  while  the  1907  Codex 
mixed  herbal  remedies  with  substances  and 
preparations  from  various  pharmacopoeias, 
the  majority  of  boAl-\  of  these  have  vanished 
from  the  1949  revision.  Many  factors  have 
contributed  to  the  rise  of  the  Codex  as  an 
official  publication,  the  first  and  most 
important  being  its  separation  into  General 
Monographs  and  Formulary  in  191 1,  after 
exception  had  been  taken  to  the  insufficient 
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recognition  accorded  to  the  origin  of  off 
cial  galenicals.  One  wonders  if  the  objectoi 
were  aware  that  many  of  these,  such  1 
vinum  antimoniale  (P.L.,  1788)  dated  froi 
the  dim  and  distant  past.      Vin.  antin 
is  still  in  demand  but  it  has  been  discarde 
in  the  Codex  along  with  all  other  wines  ; 
a  result  of  the  international  ban  on  wini 
containing   potent   medicaments.  Bismut 
mixtures    and    diamorphine  preparatioi 
have  likewise  been  sacrificed  to  disapprova 
Most  of  the  deletions,  however,  are  tl 
result   of   recognition   that   the  discardej 
drugs  and  galenicals  had  no  real  ther 
peutic   value.     Polypharmacy   and  cru< 
biologicals  have  given  way  to  single  su 
stances     and    simpler  preparations, 
particular,  nomenclature  is  being  ratio 
alised  so  that  the  prescriber  is  informed 
the  nature  of  the  active  principle  (in, 
example,  pil.  saponis  co.).    Such  names 
Donovan's  solution  and  Chelsea  Pensio 
will  remain  immune  to  disapproval  |

A  letter  had  been  re- 
vived from  the  Central  Price  Regulation 
ommittee  in  connection  with  the  removal 
f  price  control  on  September  26  from  all 
rugs,  medicines,  surgical  appliances, 
imeras  and  projectors  and  other  photo- 
raphic  goods,  toilet  requisites,  and  disin- 
^ctants,  expressing  "  warm  appreciation 
f  the  assistance  and  advice  given  to  them 

Iy  the  N.P.U.  during  the  period  when  this 
rice  control  had  been  necessary." 
The  secretary  reminded  the  Executive 
fiat  price  control  had  already  been  re- 
moved from  combs,  hot-water  bottles  and 
hotographic  films.  Toilet  preparations, 
_»erfumery,   and   cosmetics   would  remain 


subject  to  price  control  on  the  basis  of  tax- 
exclusive  cost,  plus  50  per  cent,  oncost, 
plus  tax  actually  paid.  Surgical  dressings 
would  remain  subject  to  price  control  on 
the  basis  of  no  greater  net  profit  than  on 
a  similar  pre-war  sale. 

C.F.  Council 

The  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  C.F. 
council  held  on  September  8  was  received, 
and  the  Secretary  reported  having  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  W.  Knott  ex- 
pressing his  deep  appreciation  of  the 
message  of  thanks  sent  by  the  Executive. 

National  Health  Service 

A  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee 
held  on  September  27  was  received.  Mat- 
ters considered  at  the  meeting  included 
tax-free  dispensing  packs,  bulk  prescribing 
for  residential  schools  and  institutions,  the 
prescribing  and  supplying  of  trusses  and 
surgical  hosiery,  the  drug-testing  scheme, 
the  container  allowance,  doctors'  stock 
orders,  prescriptions  for  Army  and  Air 
Force  personnel,  and  procedure  at  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  Committee  meetings. 

The  Secretary  reviewed  action  taken 
following  publication  of  an  article  dispar- 
aging to  pharmacy  printed  in  a  Sunday 
newspaper.  After  discussion,  during  which 
the  Chairman  conveyed  the  thanks  of 
the  Committee  to  the  secretary  for  his 
prompt  action,  it  was  agreed  that 
until  the  outcome  of  inquiries  directed  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  was  known  no  fur- 
ther action  should  be  taken. 

Dispensing  for  Merchant  Seamen 

The  Secretary  reported  that  in  Lon- 
don and  certain  provincial  ports,  merchant 
seamen  were  provided  with  medical  treat- 
ment by  doctors  employed  whole-time  by 
the  Shipping  Federation.  Those  doctors 
were  not  eligible  to  practice  under  N.H.S. 
regulations,  and  therefore  could  not  at  pre- 
sent write  E.G.  10  prescriptions.  It  had, 
however,  been  agreed  to  put  them  in  a 
position  to  do  so  by  issuing  to  them  pads 
of  London  Executive  Council  E.C.10  forms 
overprinted  "  Shipping  Federation."  The 
arrangement  would  operate  from  Novem- 
ber 1,  and  prescriptions  issued  on  the  forms 
could  be  dispensed  by  any  contractor  and 
should  be  treated  in  all  respects  (including 
submission  for  pricing)  as  ordinary  E.C.10 
forms.

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GLASGOW  "  NO  CONFIDENCE  "  VOTE 


Under  the  auspices  of  the  Glasgow  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  a  meeting  of  Glas- 
gow chemists  was  held  on  October  1 2  to 
discuss  problems  arising  out  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  particularly  arrears  of  pay- 
ment and  the  averaging  scheme  for  pric- 
ing prescriptions. 

Mr.  Peter  Ferguson  (chairman  of  the 
Committee  and  a  member  of  the  Glasgow 
Executive  Council)  outlined  the  organisa- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  affairs  under  the 
National  Health  Service  from  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  through  the 
General  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scot- 
land) to  the  B  Committee  which,  with  De- 
partment of  Health  officials,  makes  up  the 
Whitley  Council.  He  referred  to  the 
difficulties  of  the  pricing  bureau  in  dealing 
with  the  large  number  of  prescriptions  it 
received  owing  to  shortage  of  staff  and 
premises,  and  stated  that  the  opening  of 
a  new  pricing  bureau  in  Edinburgh  (an 
extension  of  which  was  already  planned) 
would  gradually  overtake  arrears  as  the 
proficiency  of  the  new  pricers  improved, 
and  permit  a  return  to  full  pricing.  The 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  had 
suggested  that  all  prescriptions  up  to 
6s.  should  be  averaged,  but  the  Committee 
had  reduced  the  figure  to  4s.  6d.  All 
prescriptions  above  that  sum  would  be 
priced  individually,  and  payment  on  those 
below  4s.  6d.  would  be  averaged.  Some 
pharmaceutical  committees  had  turned  the 
scheme  down,  but  1 70  Glasgow  pharma- 
cists had  already  signed  new  contracts 
agreeing  to  the  scheme,  which  would  be 
effective  as  from  July  1,  1949. 

Barrage  of  Criticism 

When  he  asked  for  questions,  Mr.  Fer- 
guson found  his  Committee  and  himself 
subjected  to  severe  criticism  for  entering  in- 
to an  agreement  without  first  calling  a  meet- 
ing of  pharmacists  to  consider  the  posi- 
tion, despite  the  fact  that  on  two  different 
occasions  six  and  seven  contractors  had 
sent  in  requests  for  a  mass  meeting  (the 
present  meeting  being  the  result  of  a  re- 
quest signed  by  twenty-seven  chemists). 
The  chairman's  reply  to  this  criticism  was 
that  requests  from  a  small  number  of  the 
over  360  contractors  in  the  city  could 
hardly  be  sufficient  to  justify  a  mass  meet- 
ing and  that  the  N.H.S.  circulars  Nos.  1 
and  2  had  given  the  fullest  particulars  to 
all  chemist  contractors.    Those  who  had 


studied  the  information  given  would  knc 
all  that  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Con 
mittee  or  any  other  person  could  tell  then 

Charges  of  laxity  and  inactivity,  with 
desire  to  appease  the  powers-that-be,  wei 
levelled  at  the  Committee,  and  one  membi 
suggested  that  pharmacists  should  cease  di 
pensing  under  N.H.S.  as  the  only  metho 
of  getting  satisfaction. 

A  motion  of  "  No  confidence "  in  tl 
Committee  was  put  to  the  meeting  an 
carried  by  74  votes  to  41,  a  large  numbi 
of  those  present  declining  to  vote.  Tl 
decision  is  to  be  communicated  to  tl 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland,  who  wi  1 
be  asked  to  take  steps  for  the  appoin 
ment  of  a  new  Committee.  Under  tl 
National  Health  Service  regulations  the:

Increased  activity  is  reported  in  the  mar- 
kets for  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine 
Chemicals,  with  more  consumers  purchas- 
ing winter  season's  requirements.  A  fair 
business  has  been  done  in  the  hard-cur- 
rency markets  of  Europe  and  South 
America,  since  the  devaluation  of  sterling ; 
there  are  few  signs  yet  of  increased  trade 
to  North  America,  although  it  is  evident 
that  British  prices  in  several  directions 
compare  favourably  with  those  of  trans- 
atlantic producers.  The  Mincing  Lane 
market  for  Crude  Drugs  has  attracted  a 
fair  volume  of  inquiry  during  the  past 
week,  although  actual  business  has  been 
small,  with  the  exception  of  a  limited 
range  of  articles.  Buchu  is  slightly  easier 
on  the  spot  as  a  result  of  a  falfing-off  of 
demand  ;  new  arrivals  of  short  rounds  are 
bold  and  of  a  good  colour.
